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DIAZ HAS RESIGNED 


AND WILD REJOICING 


FOLLOWS RETIREMENT 


Deposed Ruler Who is Lying on Sick 


Bed Greatly Saddened by Un- 


checked Joy of the Populace 


FOREIGNERS NOTIFIED THAT THEY NEED NOT FEAR 


Capitol of Republic Is Tranquil and De la Batra Has 


Taken Oath ol Office- -Madero Will Visit 


Mexico City Within Six or Eight Days. 


Mexico City, May 36.—Amid scenes of the wildest rejoicing which 


followed on the heels of Diaz's retirement, De La Barra, today took the 
office of provisional president of Mexico. 
He pledged himself to rule 


only until order is restored and a general election is held. 


At the same time the deposed president (Diaz) lay in bed im the 


palace so very HI that he may not lie able to leave Mexico City. The 
unchecked joy of the populace over his retirement has greatly, sad- 
dened the old man and saps what little vitality he has left. 


The city is tranquil today. Sen or DonimgueK, personal representa- 


tive of Madero and now head of the police and troops in the capitol 
district, has notified the diplomatic representatives of other powers that 
they may fear nothing as they desire the amicable relations to .con- 
tinue. 


MADEKO'S STATEMENT. 


Juarez, May 20.—"Dia^ is gone from the backs of the American 


people, thus removing the heaviest burden tney ever bore," said Fran- 
cisco Madero, Jr., when seen here today. 
"I shall go to Mexico City 


within siv or eight days and have sent representatives to prepare for 
my coming, I too shall resign. J am no longer provioonal president, 
but merely a citizen ready to aid in the reconstruction of my country. 
If the people demand it I shall run for the presidency." 
Madero was supremely gratified 
this morning and characterized today 
as the opening of a nne ne* yeai 
He will keep his insurgent army 
together for tue present and may 
keep it permanently as the nucleus 
of a new federal army. 


Mexico is now really under the 


control 
of 
Madero. 
The 
federal 


army will hereafter take orders from 
him indirectly. It is probable that 
it will be federal troops which will 
be sent against Saltillo to force the 
legislature to install Made'xj's ap- 
pointee as governor of Coahuila The 
news of Diaz's resignation yesterday 
stopped the advance "of Castro's reb- 
el troop against the Saltillo and fore- 
stalled the rebel attacK on Chihua- 
hua.

was the signal for wild shouting and 
manifestations

On the motion to accept the presi- 


dent's resignation 167 deputies voted 
aye while two of them did not ex- 
press themselves.

The happiest day of my 


public career will be tnat on which, 
in the shortest time allowed by the 
electoral law anj the situation pre- 
vailing in the country, I can transfer 
the office I have today received to 
the citizen the public elects."

which called on him a few days ago, 
Governor Harmon gave unmistakable

SERVICES FOR 


KNIGHTS TEMPLAR 


St. Luke's Commandery Marched in 


a Body to Fifth Street Baptist 


Church—Social Ses- 


sion Followed. 


'Thursday, May 25, was Ascension 


Day, and St. Luke's Commandery No. 
34 Knights Templar, of this city, ob- 
served it by attending divine services 
at the Fifth Street Baptist church. 


The Knights met at the asylum on 


West Main street at 7 o'clock and 
marched in a body to the church, 
where seats had been reserved for 
them. 


There was a fine musical pro- 


gram, and the Rev. 
Mr. 
Bennett, 


pastor of the church, preached a 
very able sermon, taking his text 
from the 24th chapter of St. Luke, 
the 50th and 51st verses. 
His sub- 


ject was on '• The Ascension of Our 
Lord and 
Its Effect on Christian 
Knighthood. 


HI uie beginning he pictured the 


walking of Christ after the resurrpc- 
tion, with the Disciples to Bethle- 
hem, 
and said that he was invisible 


to human eyes, except to those of 
his 
disciples. 
That 
he 
passed 


through the gates through which he 
had carried the cross. 
He offered a 


prayer at the place where he was 
betrayed and wept at 
the 
place 


\shere be had raised Lazarus. 
He 


pictured his ascension into heaven 
his reception by 
the 
innumerable 


hosts of heaven and his taking his 
seat at the right hand of God; that 
he was still alive, sent his angels to 
his disciples to comfort them with 
that thought. 


He gave a short history of the or- 


igin of Knighthood and said that the 
Knights were the defenders of the 
Christian 
religion 
but 
that

should be in close touch with Christ. 
He spoke of the necessity of know- 
ing Christ and said that the Ameri-

among the Moslems in twenty years 
with the Bible as their weapon"thr.n 
the Crusaders did in 200 years with 
their swords, because the mission- 
aries knew Christ and his method of 
working.

to combat; that a supineness in deal- 
ing with evil was wicked.

course of his remarks the Rev. Mr. 
Bennett used several 
illustrations, 


showing what great advantages had 
been deriwd from discontent of the 
people 
with 
existing conditions, 


which they believed inimicable to 
their welfare, emphasizing the fact 
that had it not been for the discon- 
tent of the Crusaders the flag of 
Mahomed would now be floating over 
the entire world. 
He urged it upon 


the Knights that it is their duty, as 
defenders of the Christian religion, 
as true men, citizens and patriots, 
to serve their God in a manner that 
will be the carrying out of the teach- 
ing and principles of Christ; that 
as true Knights they would be true 
Christians.
